THE MILITIA IAYV. 


Tht chief changes in the militia law rec- 


ommended to the attention of the General 
Assembly by the committee- of militia 
cho«n from the Division 11. I. M. for that 
purpose, which have been presented to the 
Senate and referred to the committee on 
militia, are as follows: 


Wh«neT€T any volunteer mlitia company 


b*e failed to maintain an efficient organiza- 
tion, or n«gl«rt»d to take proper care, ol the 
arasoTOthtr property belonging to the 
Btato, the commander-in-chief may disband 
it, and Ihe quartermaster general shall take 
poneMion of the arms, equipments and 
other property belonging to the state. Any 
company who« charter states that it shaft 
to attached to a brigtde,that refnses or neg- 
lects to organize and conform to the provi- 
sions of tha militia law, may forthwith b« 
disbanded by the governor. 
Each battery 


of light artillery shall have two first lieuten- 
ant*, Instead of one, and the numlxr of ser- 
geants and corporals in a company of caval- 
ry, artillery or infantry, shall be in conform- 
ity with the system of tactics prescribed lor 
the militia of the state.
